Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-6, and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Uejima et al. (U.S. Patent # 6,154,374). 

Uejima et al. disclose the claimed invention a power supply (Figure 1), including 
a normal mode and standby mode (column 3, line 65-70), a DC power unit (figure 1, 
item 1 1), a microcomputer (figure 1, item 16 and column 4, line 55-60), a first converter 
(figure 1, item 31), a second converter (figure 1, item 17), a feedback voltage in the 
standby mode (figure 1, item STANDBY SIGNAL), at least two power taps (figure 1 , 
item 5V and 12V). In regards to claim 2-10, Uejima et al. disclose the claimed subject 
matters such as "a switch (figure 1, item 33), a voltage regulator (figure 1, item 17), a 
transformer (figure 1 , item 31). 
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4. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hirahara (U.S. Patent # 5,920,466). 

Hirahara discloses the claimed invention a power supply (Figure 1), including a normal 
mode and standby mode (column 3, line 10-35), a DC power unit (figure 1, item 4), a 
microcomputer (figure 1, item 41), a first converter (figure 1, item 5), a second converter 
(figure 1, item 40), a feedback voltage in the standby mode (figure 1, item 32 and 
column 4, line 65-68), at least two power taps (figure 1, item 17 and 18). In regards to 
claim 12-15, Hirahara disclose the claimed subject matters such as "a switch (figure 1).
